John  Hanson  whose  son  Thomas,  a  Quaker  born  in 
England  about  1 623,  cameTo^Americajand  established 
a  home  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  1652-7.  He  married  Mary 
Paul  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  June  28,  1689. 
Their  children  were  Thomas  and  Tobias  who  were 
killed  by  Indians  May  10,  1693,  Isaac,  Timothy,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  and  another  daughter. 

The  family  of  John  Hanson  grandson  of  Thomas  Hanson  was 
attacked  August  27,  1724,  by  thirteen  Mohawk  Indians,  who 
killed  the  two  children  and  carried  the  mother  Elizabeth  Hanson, 
with  her  remaining  children  Daniel,  Sarah,  Elizabeth  and  Mary’ 
in  captivity  to  Canada  where  they  were  sold  to  the  French,  who 
held  them  for  a  year,  when  all  with  the  exception  of  Sarah  were 
ransomed  by  the  father  of  the  family. 

This  was  the  last  Indian  massacre  in  Dover,  N.  H.

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Among  surnames  of  very  ancient  origin  is  that  of  Hanson, 
which  was  handed  down  by  the  Flemings  to  the  English-speak¬ 
ing  people.  The  root  of  the  name  was  Hans,  which  is  the  only  one 
of  the  abbreviations  of  the  original  Johannes,  and  from  the  latter 
are  derived  the  familiar  Hansons,  Hankins,  Hankinsons,  Han¬ 
cocks  and  others.  The  family  has  been  traced  through  many  cen¬ 
turies  and  generations  in  the  Old  World.  The  generations  which 
appear  to  be  authentic  in  the  Old  World  begin  with  Roger  de 
Rastrich  living  in  1251,  the  time  of  Henry  III,  in  Wapentake  of 
Morley,  Yorkshire,  England;  held  lands  in  Rastrich,  Skircoat, 

Clayton,  Bradford,  etc.  Hugh  de  Rastrich  followed.  Then  came 
John  de  Rastrich,  and  another  John  de  Rastrich,  and  Henry  de 
Rastrich,  and  John  de  Rastrich,  called  “Henry’s  son”,  then  Han¬ 
son.  The  surname  Hanson  was  granted  to  John  de  Rastrich  by 
Act  of  Parliament  in  1330.  There  were  three  successive  John  * 

Hansons,  the  last  of  whom  founded  the  family  in  New  Hampshire.  \ 

(I)  Thomas  Hanson  had  a  grant  of  one  hundred  acres  of 
land  (1658)  near  Salem  Falls,  in  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire. 

He  came  to  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  in  1639,  and  died  in  1666. 

He  was  admitted  a  freeman  May  4,  1661,  and  in  1664-65  lived  at 
Cocheco,  where  he  was  taxed  as  Thomas,  Sr.,  1664-65.  His  name 
does  not  appear  again  on  the  list  of  taxables,  but  his  widow  was 
taxed  in  1666  and  1672.  “Old  Widow  Hanson”,  as  the  record 
reads,  was  killed  June  28,  1689.  The  will  of  Thomas  Hanson  was 
admitted  to  probate  June  27,  1666,  and  his  wife  Mary  was  named 
in  that  instrument  as  his  executrix.  He  gave  money  to  his  two 
daughters,  and  divided  his  real  estate  and  other  property  among 
his  sons,  Tobias  and  Thomas,  and  two  others,  then  under  age, 

Isaac  and  Timothy.  The  children  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Hanson 
were:  Thomas,  of  whom  further;  Tobias;  Isaac,  taxed  at  Cocheco 
in  1672;  Timothy;  and  two  daughters  not  named. 

(II)  Thomas  (2)  Hanson,  son  of  Thomas  Hanson,  of  Dover, 
and  Mary,  his  wife,  was  bom  about  1643,  and  was  taxed  at  Co¬ 
checo  from  1664  to  1677.  He  married  and  his  children  were: 

Thomas,  born  about  1680;  John,  of  whom  further;  Nathaniel, 

Nancy,  Elizabeth,  James  and  Abigail.  The  will  of  this  Thomas 
(2)  Hanson  was  dated  February  4,  1711,  and  mentions  his  wife 
as  Mercy,  and  all  of  the  children  above  noted  except  his  son  John. 

<4  (HI)  John  Hanson,  second  son  of  Thomas  (2)  Hanson, 
lived  at  Nock’s  Marsh.  Quint’s  “Ancient  Dover”  states  that,  as 
he  was  a  Quaker,  he  declined  to  leave  the  exposed  place  where  he 
lived  when  the  Indian  troubles  of  1724  began,  and  his  home  was 
marked  for  an  attack  by  thirteen  Indians  and  French  Mohawks, 
who  lay  near  it  for  several  days  in  ambush,  waiting  until  Hanson 
and  his  men  should  be  away.  Th$n  when  he  had  gone  to  the  week¬ 
day  meeting  of  his  church,  August  27,  1724,  and  his  two  sons  were 
at  work  at  a  distance,  the  Indians  entered  the  house.  Mrs.  Han¬ 
son,  a  servant,  and  four  children  were  in  the  house,  of  which  one 
child  the  Indians  immediately  killed  to  terrify  the  others;  two 
other  children  were  at  play  in  the  orchard  and  would  have 
escaped,  but  just  as  the  Indians  had  finished  rifling  the  house  the 
two  came  in  sight  and  made  such  a  noise  that  the  Indians  killed 
the  youngest  boy  to  stop  the  alarm.  They  then  started  for  Can¬ 
ada  with  Mrs.  Hanson,  who  had  been  confined  but  fourteen  days 
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pnoi,  her  babe,  a  boy  of  six  years,  and  two  daughters,  one  four- 
teen  years  old,  the  other  sixteen,  and  the  servant  girl.  All 
reached  Canada,  but  the  party  was  repeatedly  subdivided  during 
the  journey.  The  first  person  who  discovered  the  tragedy  was 
Hanson  s  eldest  daughter  on  her  return  from  meeting.  Seeing 
the  children  dead,  she  uttered  a  shriek  which  was  distinctly 
heard  by  her  mother,  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  by  her 
brothers  at  work.  Pursuit  was  instantly  made,  but  the  Indians 
avoided  all  paths  and  escaped  undiscovered.  After  this  disaster 
Hanson  removed  the  remainder  of  his  family  to  the  house  of  his 
brother,  who,  says  Belknap,  “though  of  the  same  religious  per¬ 
suasion  yet  had  a  number  of  lusty  sons  and  always  kept  firearms 
in  good  order  for  the  purpose  of  shooting  game.”  Mr.  Hanson, 
soon  after  the  attack,  went  to  Canada  to  ransom  his  family.  The 

following  item  from  the  “News  Letter”  of  1725  is  of  interest  in 
that  connection: 


Newport,  August  27  (1725) .  On  Tuesday  last  (Aug.  24) 
arrived  here  Mr.  John  Hanson,  of  Dover,  Piscataqua,  and 
^  month  s  time  from  Canada  but  last  from  New  York 
with  his  wife  and  three  children  and  a  servant  woman*  as 
also  one  Ebenezer  Downs,  having  a  wife  and  five  children  at 
Piscataqua;  also  one  Miles  Thompson,  a  boy,  who  were  all 
taken  captives  about  twelve  months  since,  by  the  enemy  In¬ 
dians,  and  carried  to  Canada,  except  the  above-said  Hanson  * 
who  at  the  same  time  lost  two  of  his  sons  by  the  Indians ;  and 
now  it  hath  cost  him  about  700  pounds  for  their  ransom  in- 

fu  IVs  .  necessary  charges.  He  likewise  informs, 
that  another  of  his  children,  a  young  woman  of  about  sev¬ 
enteen  years  of  age,  was  carried  captive  at  the  same  time 
with  the  rest  of  the  family,  with  whom  he  conversed  for 
several  hours,  but  could  not  obtain  her  ransom  for  the  In¬ 
dians  would  not  consent  to  part  with  her  on  any  terms  so  he 
was  obliged  to  leave  her. 


Mr.  Hanson  reached  home  September  1,  1725,  but  he  could 
not  content  himself  while  his  daughter  Sarah  was  in  Canada ;  and 
about  April  18,  1727,  he  started  in  company  with  a  kinsman  who, 
With  his  wife,  was  bound  on  a  similarly  sad  errand  to  redeem 
children;  but  he  was  taken  sick  on  the  journey,  and  died  about 
halt  way  between  Albany  and  Canada — one  account  says  Crown 
Point.  The  daughter  married  a  Frenchman  and  never  returned 
So  far  as  records  are  obtained,  John  Hanson’s  family  was  as 
follows :  He  married  May  23,  1703,  Elizabeth - .  Their  chil¬ 

dren  were:  Hannah,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  John,  Isaac,  Daniel  Eben¬ 
ezer,  Caleb,  of  whom  further,  and  a  daughter  whose  name  is  not 
given.  John  and  Isaac  were  in  the  fields  at  the  time  of  the  mas¬ 
sacre,  heard  the  outcries,  but  all  were  gone  when  they  reached  the 
house.

(VII)  Elihu  Hanson,  son  of  Bachelor  and  Alice  (McKay) 
Hanson,  was  born  in  China,  Maine,  in  1828,  died  in  China,  Maine, 
in  August,  1910.  He  was  a  farmer  and  merchant,  buying  and 
selling  farm  produce.  He  was  selectman  and  collector  of  taxes 
for  many  years.  In  religion  he  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  married  Minerva  Starrett,  born  in  China,  Maine,  in 
1832,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Anna  (Crummett)  Starrett.  She 
was  living  in  1925  at  the  age  of  ninety-three,  with  mind  still  alert 
and  active.  Their  children:  Two  died  in  infancy;  Everard  B. ; 
Harvey  R. ;  J ustus  Greeley,  of  whom  further. 

(VIII)  Dr.  Justus  Greeley  Hanson,  son  of  Elihu  and  Mi¬ 
nerva  (Starrett)  Hanson,  was  born  in  China,  Maine,  January 
11,  1870.  He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  China,  Maine,  and 
the  Erskine  Academy  of  that  town.  He  received  a  medical  educa¬ 
tion  at  Bowdoin  and  Dartmouth  Colleges,  graduating  in  1898.  He 
came  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  as 
assistant  physician,  which  office  he  held  until  1903.  Since  that 
date  he  has  been  practicing  medicine  in  Northampton;  for  the 
past  thirty  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  surgical  staff  of 
the  Cooley  Dickinson  Hospital.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  the 
Eastern  Hampshire  Medical  Society,  the  Massachusetts  Surgical 
and  Clinical  Society,  and  the  New  England  Psychiatric  Society. 
He  was  superintendent  of  schools  in  China,  Maine,  for  several 
years,  and  is  now  school  physician  in  Northampton.  He  was 
appointed  trustee  of  the  Monson  State  Hospital  in  1931  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Electoral  College  in  1932. 
In  1933-34  he  was  County  Chairman  of  Hampshire  County  in  or¬ 
ganizing  the  NRA.  In  1934  he  became  a  director  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Federation  of  Taxpayers’  Association,  Inc. 

He  joined  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  China,  Maine ;  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Williamsburg  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  Northampton ; 
a  member  of  Manchester  Unity,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows;  a  member  of  the  New  England  Order  of  Protection,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Northampton  Lodge  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks ;  and  of  the  Northampton  Club.  Dr.  Hanson  is  a  member  of 
the  Universalist  Church. 

(IX)  Beulah  Minerva  Hanson  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Northampton,  is  a  graduate  of  Smith  College,  North¬ 
ampton,  Class  of  1925,  and  is  a  chemist  and  technician  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Medicine  and  Hygiene  of  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Company,  Hartford,  Conn. 

The  agreement  whereby  Bachelor  Hanson  VI  was  bound  out 
to  his  Uncle  Andrew  H.  Hanson  V,  Is  in  my  possession,  in  original 
form.  The  ink  perfect  in  coloy,  and  the  signatures  and  seals  prop¬ 
erly  affixed.  It  reads  thus,  (and  should  be  a  lesson  to  the  young 
of  today)  who  feel  modern  life  is  too  hard  and  they  are  not  able 
to  “take  it.” 

“This  Agreement  made  and  Done  this  Eleventh  Day  of  the  fifth 
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^nthH°u  thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Nineteen  between  An- 
Hanson  of  China  and  the  County  of  Kennebec,  State  of 
Massachusetts  on  one  part,  and  Bachelor  Hanson  of  China  and 

f] WH.f01 ^?aifd>  i°-n  the..°1ther  Part  witnesseth  that  the  said  Bacli- 
elor  Hanson  is  to  live  with  and  serve  said  Andrew  Two  years  and

years  of  age,  which  he  the  said  Bachelor  agree  to  serve  Faithfullv 
and  when  he  arrives  to  the  age  of  Twenty  one  aforesaid,  the  said 
Andrew  H.  Hanson,  firmly  agrees  on  his  part  to  give  the  said 
Bachelor  two  steers  one  year  old,  and  to  keep  them  for  him  during 
said  term,  and  one  Cow  and  six  Sheep  and  two  good  suits  of 
clothes  one  fit  for  every  day  wear,  the  other  fit  for  meeting  clothes 
likewise  two  months  schooling— all  of  which  to  be  Delivered  to 
said  Bachelor  at  the  end  of  the  above  said  term  to  which  above 
said  agreement  we  both  as  witness  hereunto  set  our  hand  and  seal 
the  day  and  year  above  written.

Iftte^sting  also  is  the  fact  that  John  Hanson,  a  descendant 
of  Thomas  Hanson,  settled  in  Maryland  and  was  the  first  Presi¬ 
dent  elected  by  the  Continental  Congress. 

Wymess  in  his  book  on  John  Hanson,  places  him  as  the  first 
president  of  the  United  States.  This  is  an  interesting  book  for 
anyone  to  read.  I  am  indebted  to  many  friends  for  their  aid  in 
getting  these  facts  together.  And  I  am  publishing  this  history  in 
the  hope  that  the  coming  generations  will  continue  it,  for  to  them 
it  will  be  an  easy  task,  compared  to  delving  back  '700  years. 

There  is  a  Hanson  Family  Association  organized  in  Dover, 
N.  H.,  Sept.  7,  1911.,  incorporated  in  New  Hampshire  Oct.  14, 
1914,  meeting  held  yearly  in  Dover.  Any  descendant  or  husband 
or  wife  of  any  descendant  of  Thomas  Hanson  the  Emigrant  is 
eligible  for  membership  on  payment  of  50  cents  dues  and  ma¬ 
jority  vote  of  Society.
